O b jectio n s U rg ed to th o P r e se n t M eth od 
o f M a k in g A p p ro p ria tio n s. 
W a s h in g t o n, 
D ecem ber 
27th. — C hairm an 
B lanchard, o f th e House R iver an d H arbor 
Com m ittee, w ill insist upon an early consider­ 
ation o f the river and harb o r bill soon after 
th e reassem bling of Congress, but B lanchard 
has no hope o f g e ttirg his bill through. The 
opposition w h ich w as developed du rin g the 
two days’ consideration given th e bill has im ­ 
pressed th e com m ittee as som ething form idable, 
an d th e m em bers do not believe it can be 
passe;!. 
Some consideration h as been given to the 
subject of passing a bill npprocriating sm all 
sum s to be used at th e discretion o f th e Secre­ 
tary o f W ar for the preservation oí w ork already 
begun, and Mr. B lanchard has m ade som ething 
of a canvass o f the House to ascertain if the 
proposition w ould be received w ith favor. 
He 
finds, how ever, th a t th e m em bers interested 
w anted a lum n sum so large th a t the bill could 
not get through if form ulated, an d he has about 
given up hope iu th is direction. 
The Senators are rath er m ore favorable to a 
lum p appropriation th an an item ized bill. None 
will be started iu th e Senate, how ever, unless 
one should pass th e House, and th a t seem s 
ra th e r hopeless at present. 
The folly o! th e 
present system of river an d harbor appropria­ 
tions is being discussed by m cm bersof Congress. 
Arm y engineers an d other are interested iu the 
im provem ent of the navigable w aters o f the 
country, a n d there is a disposition to address 
th e country upon th is subject at an earlv day. 
It is our m ost im portant public w ork, w hich 
could have been com pleted years ago, bu t has 
suffered from a m u ltitu ac of sm all appropria­ 
tions m ade for insignificant rivers an d harbors. 
It has been dem onstrated th a t th e cost o f river 
an d harbor im provem ents is increased nearly 25 
per cent, through the failure of Congress to ap­ 
propriate sufficient sum s to carry on w ork a l­ 
ready begun. 
In o ld er to cater to the dem ands 
ot sm all com m unities, m ore im portant works 
have to suffer.

O regon H ig h la n d s F ra u d u le n tly R ep o rted 
a s o f th e S w am p y K in d . 
W a s h in g to n, D ecem ber 27th.—The Secretary 
of the In terio r to-day rendered a decision in 
th e case of th e State o f Oregon vs. th e U nited 
States, in w hich is involved about 90,800 acres 
of lan d in th e Lakeview , Or., L and D istrict, 
com prising w h at is know n as sw am p land, List 
No. 5. It appears from th e records th at these 
lands in u red to the State as sw am p lauds u nder 
th e Act of Septem ber 28, 1850, as ex tended by 
tlie Act o f M areti 12, 1800. Prior to th eir certifi­ 
cation the greater p art ot these iaad s w ere sold 
by th e State to various parties in large bodies 
upon th e rep o its of special agents of the D epart­ 
m ent. Certification was finally m ade, an d sub­ 
sequently it w as reported to the D epartm ent 
th a t th e reports ol Special A gent A nkeny and 
State Agent W hitaker w ere false and trsudit- 
leut, and th a t a large part of the lands described 
in these reports as sw am ps w ere really high and 
dry. 
A n investigation was ordered, an d Special 
A gent Shackelford w as directed to m ake a p er­ 
sonal exam ination. H is report shows th a t of 
90,800 acres com prising list No. 5 over 84,000 
acres can in now ise be classed as sw am p, and 
th a t ol th is la tte r am ount over 20,000 actes are 
situated ou hills or steep m ountains, or sage­ 
brush deserts. This report was duly verified, 
an d an o ral h earin g ordered, in w hich the 
State was represented by counsel 
T he Secretary review s in d etail th e evidence 
and th e law applicable to th e case, an d finds 
tn a t th e certification by Secretary T eller was 
procured by fraud, an d th a t h ad he (Teller) 
know n th e tacts in th e case, as have since been 
developed, th e certification would never have 
been m ade. T he Secretary orders th e certifica­ 
tion set aside, aud directs the C om m issioner of 
th e G eneral L aud Office to prepare an o th er list 
w hich shall contain only lands know n to be 
swam p. 
As to th e o th er lands an investigation is or­ 
dered, aud such lauds in the list as are found to 
be not sw am p ere ordered to be restored to th e 
public dom ain, subject to any rights w hich m ay 
have attach ed to them u n d er th e law s.

For the past three years the citizens of 
El Dorado conntv have been asking the 
State Board of Kish Commissioners to have 
a ladder put in the South Fork of the 
American river, so that fish can get over 
the Natonia dam. T heir appeal has been 
a 'ways answered by tbe Commissioners 
saying they would attend to it ittinii riiatelv, 
but so far nothing has been done. 
Tlie 
South Fork is the m ain branch of the 
American river and in ear'.y days was the 
best trout, perch and salmon stream in the 
State. 
The m ining throughout El Dorado 
county for some years was so heavy aud 
the water so filled with debris that the fish 
were ail driven out. Since that section has 
abandoned m ining and the people com­ 
menced following agricultura! and horti­ 
cultural pursuits, the river has again be­ 
come clear, and the citizens are crying for 
f Hid 6sb, which or» cut off by tbe Notoma 
Com pany's dam, w hich exteud? across the 
stream at Salmon Falls. 
The dam is said 
to be constructed in violation of State law, 
and cuts off a whole section from the bene­ 
fits of food fish. 
The Placerville Observer of Tuesday in 
com m enting upon this tact says: ••t’om- 
plaints come to us that the dam of thc- 
Natorna Ditch 
Company obstructs 
the 
passage of fish up th e' American river. 
This is an outrage that should not be 
tolerated. 
There seems to be a law pro­ 
hibiting such obstiuction, and the question 
now is, whose duty is it to see that the law 
is executed ? 
Pains have been taken, at 
great expense, to stock the stream s with 
lish, and it is not fair that such obstructions 
should be allowed to exist w ithout proper 
ladders being provided :o allow fish to pass 
up and down stream at will. 
The Fish 
Commissioners. District A ttorney, or who­ 
ever have the power, should take action in 
this m atter at once, and prevent trouble, as 
the plan of blowing up the dam w ith giant 
powder has been suggested. 
It is hoped, 
however, that it will not be necessary to 
resort to this desperate remedy.”

HORACE GREELEY’S BROTHER. 


H e L ea d s a H erm it's L ife an d D isp la y s 
F a m ily C h a ra cteristics. 


Co k r y (Pa.), November 
23d. — Five 
miles west of this place, near the village 
of Columbus, in an old, weather-beaten 
frame house, the only’ brother of the great 
editor, Horace Greeley, lives the life of a 
herm it. 
Barnes Greeley, who is now 
nearly 80 years of age, has lived on this 
farm for the past sixty years. He is known 
far and wide, in E rie and W arren coun­ 
ties, on account of his family and his many 
eccentricities, and because of his never- 
failing good nature, his abundant and un­ 
affected warm-heartedness, and his keen 
though somewhat erratic intelligence. The 
old-farmer is tall and spare, but of powerful 
build, and is noted for his slovenly dress 
and his antipathy for water, both" inter­ 
nally and externally. 
H e says th at water 
taken into the system in immoderate quan­ 
tities is fully as injurious as whisky. 
In 
his slovenliness of attire may doubtless be 
found a family characteristic which, in 
Horace Greeley, has been too often attrib ­ 
uted by his critics to a weak affectation 
for the purpose of attracting public atten­ 
tion. 
The farm on which Barnes Greeley has 
lived so long Is a large and fertile one, hut 
it has a look ot desertion and neglect. He 
seems to care to make only a living out of 
what would have made a thriftier man in­ 
dependently rich long ago. 
I t was on this 
farm th at H orace and Barnes Greelev 
were boys together, and it was here tha't 
Horace, who had gone to the great -East 
to learn the printer’s trade, came some­ 
times to spend a vacation, and even in 
those days the yearnings of Horace’s am ­ 
bition were plainly shown. 
In 
their 
tram ps through the forests he would con­ 
fide to his brother his dreams of future 
greatness. 
Long afterward, when Horace 
Greeley became a great editor and a man 
whose name was known on both sides of 
the A tlantic, he did not forget his brother 
up in the wilds of Pennsylvania. 
One 
day he sent for Barnes to come to New 
York and made him his traveling agent 
and then gave him a place on his editor­ 
ial staff, and offered him various positions 
from ail of which the farm er retired in 
turn, and eventually went back to his farm 
a disappointed man. 
“ Do you want to know why I returned 
home ?” he still asks his neighbors some­ 
times. 
“ W ell, P ll tell you. 
I wasn’t fit 
to fill any place I would accept, so I came 
home. 
I preferred to be a king among 
hogs rather than be a hog among kings.” 
Barnes Greeley’s antipathy to water is not 
a w hit stronger than his dislike to whisky. 
H e is a strong Prohibitionist, and advo­ 
cates the doctrine of “ no whisky or free 
whisky.” 
H is present good health lie at­ 
tributes in a great measure to the fact that 
he never uses tobacco and always abstained 
from whisky. 
A lthough rem arkably well 
preserved physically for a man of his years, 
Mr. G reeley is convinced th at he is ap­ 
proaching his second childhood, and figures 
out by some m atbem atica’ system of his 
own th at in fifteen years his m ind will 'Be­ 
come a blank, and th at five yenrs later he 
w ill die at the exact age of one hundred 
years. 
H e has never m arried, and is the 
last representative of th e only branch of 
th e Greeley family.

The pipe is formed on a cylinder connec ted 
with the riveting machine, and this makes 
it uniform in size and leaves th e lap smooth 
and free 
from buckles.

Congressman Marrow in saying he would 
like to have a recount of the vote of Xo- 
vem!»er in S.in Francisco, hut expresses the 
desire of every person who abhors election 
frauds. 
But a general recount is impracti- 
ble. The individual contests inaugurated 
will sufficiently establish the fact that 
gross frauds in counting the ballots were 
perpetrated in San Francisco, that in 
nearly all cases the fraudulent count was 
in favor of 1 temocrats and against Republi­ 
cans. 
But no matter in whose interest, 
the fact is that unless barriers can be 
erected to prevent false tallying, the value 
of the ballot-box as a means of ascertain­ 
ing the will of the governed will be elimi­ 
nated from our system. 
Unless that is 
done the republic will 
come tumbling 
about our ears. The truth will address it­ 
self to every intelligent mind clearly that 
the (iovernment must fail uuless we are 
able to construct a system for the honest 
ascertainment of the will of the majority 
that shall work as well as do business sys­ 
tems in the common concerns of life. 
There is but one specific the R etord- 
Union can ¡is yet perceive, aud that is as 
heretofore set forth in detail, to have the 
counting of the votes proceed in the first 
.instance under judicial supervision, pre­ 
cisely as is done in recounting now. Under 
such a system, elaborated much to secure 
rapidity, there can be no possible false 
calling off'of the verdict of the voter with­ 
out instant detection. 
I t is objected to our suggestion, that 
counting in open Court will be too tedious 
arid so long delay announcement of the re­ 
turns as to enable the political rounders 
to make up deficiencies in one section of 
the country by ballot and return manipu­ 
lations in other parts where the Court 
eystem may not be adopted. 
It might be 
replied that California should be content 
with first perfecting her own system. 
But 
the plausibility of the objection vanishes 
the instant we advert to the fact that the 
need of early knowledge of the result is 
not an essential in our electoral system at 
all. 
It is one outgrowth of the advance of 


th e age, in improvement of the m eans of 
c immunication. Prior to 1841 the people, 
of necessity, waited lor a month or two 
months before the result of a Presidential 
election could be made known. That the 
country suffered or the liberties of the peo­ 
ple were endangered in consequence is not 
recorded. 
But tiie apparent force of the 
objection—aud it is the only objection that 
is, or can be, advanced with reason—is de­ 
stroyed by the explanation that the Courts 
can just as well enroll as many clerks and 
tellers to count the ballots as are now em­ 
ployed, and therefore the speed of count­ 
ing will not be reduced to any material 
extent. 
The simple change is from boss 
domination in election booths to judicial 
procedure in open court, where candidates 
and parties may appear by counsel and in­ 
spect the ballots and overlook the calling 
off under the eye of the Court. W e under­ 
take to say that it cm be demonstrated 
that an election Count can be proceeded 
with with almost as much rapidity in 
Court as in the polling place. T hat being 
true, then substitution of judicial officers 
for boss appointees is the only thing re­ 
maining to be considered.

The R ecork-U nion’s recent 
elaborate reviews of the whole history of 
our relations with Samoa, and the outrage­ 
ous course of the Germans toward the 
islanders, clearly demonstrated that not 
only have American interests in Samoa, 
the most important station in the south 
seas, been neglected by the Administration, 
but that our treaty obligations have not 
been observed in this Samoan matter, while 
the demands of humanity, civilization and 
moral needs have been ignored by the 
Government of the United States. 
We 
agree with the Examiner, and so stated weeks 
ago, that “whatever Consu. Greenebaum's 
faults may have lieen, his action in pro­ 
claiming a temporary American protector­ 
ate over Samoa at the beginning of the 
German aggressions was right, and its 
wisdom was proved by the result.” 
Yet 
for this action the Consul was humiliated 
and removed and another, Mr. Sewall, sent 
out, who now point blank advises the 
President to do precisely what Grec-ne- 
baum did da. 
Y\ e are now sending a 
naval force to Apia, but it is too late we 
fear to repair the damage the impotent 
policy of the Administration in refusing to 
sustain Malietoa as the United States was 
pledged to do, has caused. The German 
press is laughing at the United States 
heartily just now, and it has reason to be 
merry at our expense. 
When a new Sec­ 
retary of State is seated in Maroh we mav 
reasonably look forward to the inaugura­ 
tion of a vigorous American policy, and a 
departure from the present “kneel and do 
homage” order of affairs.

The Board of Trade rooms were crowded 
yesterday afternoon with citizen», assem­ 
bled in response to a call for a meeting to 
consider the question of a London ex­ 
hibit. Joseph Steffens, President of the 
Sacramento Board of Trade, was called 
apon to preside, and G. G. Pickett was 
selected as Secretary. On taking the chair 
Mr. Steffens said: 
This la a meeting of the citizens of Sacr:- 
memo called in the interest of the London ev­ 
il il.it proposition, other nations ot the world 
have made sim ilar efl'orts ip that great commer­ 
cial center, and it has been proposi d that us the 
productions and availabilities of this State 
are so varied and 
extensive, that it will 
justify the outlay that would be required for 
such a Stale exhibit. It seems advisable that 
such an eflbrt lie .nil'll1, v11 d that it be made by 
the Slate iu behalf ot all its interests, it also 
seems as a proposition that the exhibit be made 
iu London, the great , ommcreial center of the 
world, as there is but little doubt but the great­ 
est benefit to be derived from the effort is iu the 
line of commerce, m aking our piodnetiong the 
better known to those who purchase and con 
sume. 
To an individual who would under­ 
take such an enterprise, it would t* at once 
suggested to him that a concerted effort made 
on one im portant point would be better than a 
division of effort, and this would suggest itself 
as a proper course for the State to take iu tin 
m atter. All inteiests can be served bv one ex­ 
hibit made at one place. 
Mr. Steffens spoke earnestly for sonic 
time, and then called upon David Lubiu. 
who made a vigorous appeal tor action. 
He advised the people of the northern part 
of the State to be alive, for be couid assure 
them that there was going to be an exhibi­ 
tion from this State in London, sure. Tee 
most precious thing that conies from the 
ground is the fruit of Caiifor: ia, but a 
market for it is necessary. We have the 
markets of thew m ld, if we will onlv go in 
and take them. We should stop sending 
out agents to bring people here, and find a 
marker f ir w tat we raise. An exhibition 
in London would do more than anything 
else to sec. re that market. We have some­ 
thing of a market there now. Three firms 
in San Francisco had told him that they 
had sold in L-jpuoti during the year 1888 
California products to the amount of £2,­ 
000,000. Continuing his remarks, Mr. Lu- 
bin said: 
In an undertaking which it is desired shall be 
successful, it is necessary to employ proper 
means. A twenty-dollar fire-bell would be suf­ 
ficient 
for Folsom or Milpitas, but would 
scarcely be heard in two square b'oeks of New 
Voik. if we ivi,nt to place mi ssives properly 
before the people of Ureat Britain, we should be 
-> ri'pn rented »<s to command re-roc, aud atten­ 
tion. a lew mouths ago, ÍJ, r.ius11:. France, 
Ireland and Italy were represented in London 
by exhibitions, and the exhibitions of Den- 
m aik, France and Ireland were entirely over­ 
shadowed and almost lost sight ot bv the mag­ 
nitude and grandeur of the Italian exhibition, 
which occupied a space of twenty-four acres. 
While from ten to forty thousand jieople visited 
the Italian exhibition in London daily, but a 
tew hundred only found their way to the otlnr 
exhibitions. Clearly, the others were failures; 
and the Italian exhibition only was successful. 
Would it not be wiser to make no exhibition at 
all, than to make a failure? “ The longest pole 
leaches the persimmon," aud as it is the aim to 
reach tor gieat things, so we should employ the 
proper means if we wish to succeed. We will 
find that £250,000 is not, by any means, a large 
sum to accomplish in Loudon what the Italians 
did, aud any sum less than that is likelv to be a 
loss, and to result in loss, even if it brings ample 
returns for the amount invested: for we will 
have lost the opportunity of obtaining the much 
greater benefit that a suece-stul exhibition is 
likely to bring us. We should, bv all mean- 
have every cent of the £250,000 asked lor 
Who will handle this money? Will it be in 
safe hands? It is sale to say that no appropria­ 
tion ever made by our state Legislature will be 
more earelully guarded, and more carefully ex­ 
pended than the amount asked for. The bills 
in the first place, will be audited by the State 
authorities, and i lien every countv in the Mate 
will be inlerested iu the expenditures and ex­ 
penses. The best financial talent in the State 
will be called upon to serve on the finance com­ 
mittee, and in addition to this, the State Board 
cf Trade, the San Francisco Chamber of Com­ 
merce, and the various Boards ot Trade in the 
several counties, are to select from their num ­ 
ber men of the highest standing and abili y, 
who are to supervise the details aud expend­ 
itures. w hat safer guarantee can there begiw n 
that every cent of the appropriation will be 
honestly and carefully expended ? 
have we the artistic taste aud skill requisite 
for the m aking of a first class exhibit in Lou­ 
don ? We unquestionably have : and it only re­ 
mains that the skill and artistic taste be concen­ 
trated and united, and directed prope ly. With 
that aim in view a eall was made, throughout 
the State, for a Convention of artists, scenic- 
painters, architects, model-make.s, photograph­ 
ers. designers and others, who are airectlv and 
indirectly interested in «rustic work, to as­ 
semble for organization at San Francisco. From 
this organization is likely to be derived ail 
necessary aid in this direction. 
Who will be benefited by an exhibition in 
London ? It may be broadly stated that every 
Californian will be benefit d. First of all, it 
will find a much-needed m arket tor our pro­ 
ducts. secondly, it will bring us capital for the 
development of our mining industries. Thirdly, 
it will bring capital for the development ol in­ 
dustries that are at present in a dormant condi­ 
tion. Fourthly, it will bring us lub-tantia! set­ 
tlers

The sun came out yesterday morning, 
the storm clouds had cleared away, the 
street-crossings were passable and as a nat­ 
ural consequence the attendance on the 
session of the California Teachers’ Associa­ 
tion was much larger than on the preced­ 
ing day.

TLe business of the morning scsrion was 
opened by the reading of an essay, on “The 
Relation of the University to the Public 
School," by Horace Davis, President of the 
University of California. Ha said : 
The different parts of the machinery of public 
instruction in California are not connected in 
any systematic or organic whole. Indeed, to a 
great extent throughout the United States the 
universities are quite separated from the public 
schools, the gap being bridged sometimes by the 
high schools, but more often by private institu­ 
tions. The cause of this is that the two institu­ 
tions are of totally distinct origin, neither ot 
them being evolved from the other; the public 
schools having a secular origin, while the Uni­ 
versity is usually of religious descent. The re­ 
sult is that a large body of scholars in the 
schools must deny themselves a liberal educa­ 
tion for lack of opportunity for proper prepara­ 
tion 
It i« sometimes said iii defense of the present 
condition of things that the preparation re 
quircd tor the University is a waste of tin e for 
tne SO percent of high-schoolscholars who never 
mean to enter college. But, whatever mav be 
true of the strictly classical colleges, this does 
not apply to our University, where ihe require­ 
ments lor the English and scientific courses are 
nothing more than every well educated citizen 
ought to have. 
The University of California is badly handi­ 
capped by the want of good preparatory schools 
throughout the State, resulting from two causes: 
1st, because the country is new and crude, and 
the general standard o: education is low, espe­ 
cially outside of the social centers: ad, because 
the Constitution of 187'J unwisely detached the 
High Schools from the system of Public Schools 
Wbile we are cutting in two our public school 
system, the older States are welding together al! 
the parts of their educational svs ems into har­ 
monious wholes. A portion of the schools oi 
this State have been brought into accord with 
the University, by allowing entrances upon 
High School diplomas; but so laronlv six out of 
a large number of this class of schools have 
availed themselves of the privilege. 
We ought to have a High School in every 
county, with courses of stuav so adjusted as to 
adm it their graduates to the University. It un­ 
able to m aintain classical courses, the counties 
should provide such training in English, mathe­ 
matics, and natural science as will lead up to 
the door ot that side of the University. The 
regular courses of the Normal School should 
also be graded up to the University doors, and a 
chair oi pedagogics established to continue this 
line of teaching. 
This affiliation with the University, this unifi­ 
cation of our whole school system, wilt do more 
than anything else can to elevate the quality of 
teaching throughout the state and to maintain 
its high leveL

The Convention reconvened at 1:30 p 
m , when Prof. Albert S. Cook, President 
of the Association, delivered his annual ad­ 
dress. It was of considerable length and 
very comprehensive. In closing he said : 
“Let Boards of Education and Principals 
seek for character in the teachers they em­ 
ploy; insist upon it as a prime requisite and 
discharge teachers who haven’t it. 
“Before beginning to teach, or as soon 
thereafter as possible, obtain the broadest, 
deepest, most human education within 
your reach. One is not even prepared for 
teaching arithmetic and geograpdy by the 
study of these branches alone, much less 
for the task of rearing up healthy, intelli­ 
gent, generous, sweet-natured men and 
women. 
"Maintain your interest in the noblest 
thought and purest sentiment by actively 
supporting the teachers’ reading circle, or 
whatever agency brings the best education 
to your doors, asking yon to participate in 
its advantages there, at your own fireside, 
and in your own neighborhood. 
“Teach the best literature in your schools 
that your pupils can understand. They 
can underslaud more than you give them 
credit for, perhaps more than you are 
capable of understanding yourself. 
" Iutroduce the bible into the schools, in 
the least objectionable manner, as soon as 
public sentiment and Boards of Education 
will allow. 
Try to live by its best and 
purest teachings and induce your pupils to 
do the same. 
“ Bear in mind the threefold nature of 
your pupil. 
Do not stunt the rest of his 
body in order to cram his brain, nor en­ 
feeble his moral nature for the sake

instead of 871 per cen’. in examination. 
Give his affections and love of iieauty a 
chance. 
He will thank you for it by and 
by. 
“ Cultivate the spirit of brotherhood with 
your fellow-teachers, and with all the 
world. 
Do not bury yourself nor allow 
yourself to be buried. Come out into the 
sun, and get warm; if there isn’t sunshine 
enough to go round, try the experiment of 
contributing a little of yonr own.” 
James G. Kennedy, President of Cogs­ 
well Polytechnic College, was down on the 
programme for an essay, “ What Would be 
gained by the Incorporation of Industrial 
Training with the Public School System.” 
Mr. Kennedy had been called to his home 
on account of sickness in bis family, aud 
his brother read a synopsis of the paper, 
which was as follows : 
Industrial training defined. 
Under this head 1 shall attem pt to show the 
growth of industrial work in the public schools; 
the industrial sideoi each study as distinguished 
from its academic side; in a word, point out 
clearly w hat is included in industrial training. 
Does there exist a necessity for the incorpora­ 
tion of industrial training with the public 
school system 7 
It is my intention to show that there does 
exist a necessity for this industrial trainiug, aud 
in obedience to this necessity the public schools 
have chanced the course of study so as to meet 
this demand. 
The advantages arising from the introduction 
oi industrial training into the public school svs 
tem.

Allen, of San Jose.

It has been industriously, and semi­ 
officially and otherwise s'ated that the rail­ 
road companies would not pay the.r taxes 
this year, and no small amount of dema­ 
gogic capital has been sought to be made 
out of the assumption that the story was 
true. 
There has at no time been any 
foundation for such a statement, and it is 
evident that the btory was the child of de­ 
sire, for those who have most industriously 
published it, wished it to prove true for 
their own purposes. 
It appears that all 
such are doomed to disappointment.

The foregoing-entitled corporations, un­ 
der recent consolidations, represent all rail­ 
roads owned or controlled in the State of 
California by the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Ryan being asked last night concern­ 
ing the proposed payment, declared that if 
there were any who doubted it they could 
satisfy themselves by coming to the Treas­ 
urer's office and seeing a half million dol­ 
lars paid over this morning—a good, fat 
sum to look upon in one pile. In making 
these payments the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany says it is by no means waiving any 
objection to the injustice of the assessment, 
or making any admission that the assess­ 
ment is fair. It is a fact demonstratablc by 
retereuce to the records that in no State 
in the Union are there railroad companies 
that are so scarchingly examined, or so 
rigidly put under inquisitorial tests by 
assessing powers as in this State. Here 
the inquiry into earnings and values and 
the search after supposed but not appareur 
values is of theseverest character, and then 
*he State Board, after the facts are laid 
Dare, proceed to assess as it sees fit. These 
assessments have been unfair and out of 
proportion to the assessments by local 
assessors made upon other property, but 
the Southern Pacific Company is under­ 
stood to pay its taxes, excessive as is the 
sum exacted, intending to continue to ap­ 
peal to the sense of justice of the people fur 
a reduction in the future to a fair and 
impartial assessment of its properties, cut 
the basis of 
the 
assessment of other 
values owned by other 
citizens. 
The 
assessment of the railroad property by the 
State Board of Equalization for 1888-89 is 
less in the aggregate than for the preceding 
fiscal year, because of the elimination of 
taxation of the Government franchise for 
the roads, the Supreme Court of the United 
States having held that the State has not 
the right to tax the Government franchise. 


AN IN T E R V IE W W IT H COLONEL CROCKER. 
The following appears in the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle of Thursday relative to the 
tax m atter: 
When asked yesterday if the State taxes 
were to be paid, Vice-President C. F. 
Crocker replied : 
“ Yes, there will be no troubleabout that 
matter. We have decided to pay both to 
the State and the counties all that we owe, 
or that they claim we owe, in the wav of 
taxes. In fact, vre have already begun to 
make payments to the State, so that in a 
short time the whole bill, which for the 
State’s portion is between *500,000 and 
$550,000, will be settled. 
It’s quite a large 
sum to pay ont in that way, and we do not 
say that it is entirely just that we should be 
compelled to pay so great an amount, but it 
will be paid to the last cent.” 
“ Under protest?” asked the reporter. 
“Oh, no. We are making no official pio- 
test—nothing of the sort. 
We think the 
assessment is too high, but we are not go­ 
ing to make any fight,” said the gentle­ 
man with a pleasant smile. “ You know 
we have never raised any objection to the 
payment of county taxes that were based 
on a reasonable assessment, and there 
would have been no trouble with the Slate 
if we had believed that the assessments 
were made in full accordance with the law 
and our rights under it. Before deciding the 
matter of payment this year we had to con­ 
sider how it would affect our position as 
determined by the United States Courts. 
That was the only question involved, and 
as that has been fully se'tied in our minds, 
we are now prepared to accept the situation 
and pay without protest.” 
“There was some hesitancy then on the 
company's part about paying the amounts 
due on this year’s assessment?” 
“ W ell, yes ; but we have never for one 
moment contemplated any action (hat was 
not perfectly fair and just under the law. 
We realize that the eyes of the public are 
upon us, and, in any case, we want to do 
what is right. We regret exceedingly that 
there should have been any trouble about 
this thing in the past, and we are fully de­ 
termined that, if any further trouble 
should arise or a contest be precipitated, 
it will not spring from any fault of 
ours. Of course we do not say that in the 
future we will submit to any rate of tax­ 
ation that may be put upon us, or we will 
not say, for example, that we will accept 
without prolest any unreasonable order 
that might be msde by the Railroad Com­ 
mission or any other body that may have 
power over us. 
We wiil, however, always 
be found ready to do what we conceive to 
be our duty under the law, whether it is 
in paying taxes or to make rates of freight 
or fare.” 


R e g is tra r F riu ille R em oved. 
Governor Waterman has removed from 
office Registrar Prindle of San Francisco.

The Bulletin of last evening says: "Regis­ 
trar Prindle states that he knows nothing 
of the rumor telegraphed from Sacramento 
last evening that Governor Waterman has 
requested I1Í3 resignation and intended to 
appoint to the vacancy Thomas J. L.

If the Governor has 
requested his resignation, he has not yet 
received the letter.

Julia B. Hoitt, entitled “Sacramento’s Wel­ 
come to the State Teachers’Association,” was 
read at the opening of the morning session: 
O, sowers of the gracious seed 
Whose harvests slow appear, 
We come, with hand and heart and voice 
To greet your presence here. 
We know that hearts aweary grown, 
With hopes and courage fled, 
By friendly counsels girt anew, 
Pi css on with bouyant tread. 
Though oft a barren, fmitless soil

The increase comes from heaven. 
And so, God speed yon on your course 
Nor lay ycur burdens down 
Till truth shall gaiu her righteous place, 
And you, your victor's crown. 
TLe business of the morning session was 
opened by the reading of an essay, on “The 
Relation of the. University to the Pnblic 
School,” by Horace Davis, President of the 
University of California. Ha said : 
The different parts of the machinery of public 
instruction in California are not connected in 
any systematic or orgauic whole. Indeed, to a 
great extent throughout the United states the 
universities are quite separated from the public 
schools. the gap being bridged sometimes by the 
high schools, but more often by private institu­ 
tions. The cause of this is that the two institu­ 
tions arc of totally distinct origin, neither ot 
them being evolved fiotn the oilier; the public 
schools having a secular origin, while the Uni­ 
versity is usually of religious descent. The re­ 
sult is that a large body of scholars in the 
schools must deny themselves a liberal educa­ 
tion for lack of opportunity for proper prepara­ 
tionIt i« sometimes said in defense of the present 
condition of things that the preparation re 
quired lor the University is a waste of tl ue for 
tne 90 percent of high-scboolscholars who never 
mean to enter college. But, whatever may be 
true of the strictly classical colleges, this does 
not apply to onr University, where the require­ 
ments for the English and scientific courses are 
nothing more than every well-educated cilizeu 
ought to have. 
The University of California is badly handi­ 
capped by the want of good preparatory schools 
throughout the State, resulting from two causes: 
1st, because the country is new aud crude, and 
the general standard o: education is low, espe­ 
cially outside of the social centers: 2d, because 
the Constitution of 1879 unwisely detached the 
High Schools from the system of Public Schools 
While we are cutting in two our public school 
system, the older States are welding together all 
the parts of their educational sys ems into har- 
monlous wholes. A portion of the schools ot 
this State have been brought into accord with 
the University, by allowing entrances upon 
High School diplomas; but so lar only six out of 
a large number of this class of schools have 
availed themselves of the privilege. 
We ought to have a High School in every 
county, with courses of study so adjusted as to 
admit their graduates to the University. If uu- 
able to maintain classical courses, the counties 
should provide such training in English, m athe­ 
matics, and natural science as will lead up to 
the door ot that side of the University. The 
regular courses of the Normal School should 
also ho graded up to the (’Diversity doors, and a 
chair ot pedagogics established to continue this 
tine of teaching. 
This affiliation with the University, this unifi­ 
cation of our whole school system, will do more 
than anything else can to elevate the quality of 
teaching throughout the stare aud to maintain 
its high level. 
Frank Morton, Principal of the Boys' 
High School. San Francisco, read a “ High 
School Criticism of Grammar School 
Work." The essay was able and interest­ 
ing. His chief points were: Brief state­ 
ment of the function of the High Schools 
anil consequent requirements in prepara­ 
tion; comparison ot High School require­ 
ments with requirements in other voca- 
ti ns: general faalis deduced from fore­ 
going considerations: qnality of work done 
by Grammar School teachers and their 
shortcomings in appreciation of the true 
object of education; special fauitsin special 
subjects—reading, poorest; iack of mora! 
framing in the Grammar School; the per­ 
fect teacher : summary and conclusion. 
A discussion followed, which was entered 
into bv D. O. Bario, Albert Lvser and L. A. 
Ci.amb :rs. 
E T. Pierce. City Superintendent of 
Public Schools of Pasadena, read an essay 
entitled, “ Grammar School Criticism of 
Primary School Work.” He said: 
We leave too great a gap between the primary 
and the Grammar SchooL 
In the primary we make instruction the chief 
end, leaving the real education to begin in the 
Grammar School 
The present arrangement of subjects is faulty, 
and the strict adherence to it retards the prog­ 
ress of the child and fai s to imerest him. 
The work of the Primary School is too easy, 
and therefore (a) does not give sufficient scope 
1 to the mental activities of the child and (b) does 
no', furnish sufficient food for mental gr wth.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Convention reconvened at 1:30 p 
m , when Prof. Albert S. Cook, President 
of tbe Association, delivered his annual ad­ 
dress. It was of considerable length and 
very comprehensive. In closing he said : 
“Let Boards of Education and Principals 
seek for character in the teachers they em­ 
ploy; insist upon it as a prime requisite and 
discharge teachers who haven’t it. 
“Before beginning to teach, or as soon 
thereafter as possible, obtain the broadest, 
deepest, most human education within 
your reach. One is not even prepared for 
teaching arithmetic and geography by the 
study of these branches alone, much less 
for the task of rearing up healthy, intelli­ 
gent, generous, sweet-natured men and 
women. 
"Maintain your interest in the noblest 
thought and purest sentiment by actively 
supporting the teachers’ reading circle, or 
whatever agency brings the best education 
to your doors, asking you to participate in 
its advantages there, at your own fireside, 
and in your own neighborhood. 
“Teach the best literature in your schools 
that your pupils can understand. They 
can understand more than you give them 
credit for, perhaps more than you are 
capable of understanding yourself. 
" Introduce the bible into the schools, in 
the least objectionable manner, as soon as 
public sentiment and Boards of Education 
will allow. 
Try to live by its bes; and 
purest teachings and induce your pupils to 
do the same. 
“ Bear in mind the threefold nature of 
your pupil. Do not stunt the rest of his 
body in order to crant his brain, nor en-' 
feeble his moral nature for the sake of 87i 
instead of 87J per cent, in examination. 
Give his affections and love of beauty a 
chance. He will thank you for it by and 
by.“ Cultivate the spirit of brotherhood with 
your fellow-teachers, and with all the 
world. 
Do not bury yourself nor allow 
yourself to be buried. Come out into the 
sun, and get warm; if there isn’t sunshine 
enough to go round, try the experiment of 
contributing b little of your own.” 
Janies G. Kennedy, President of Cogs­ 
well Polytechnic College, was down on the 
programme for an essay, " What Would be 
gained by the Incorporation of Industrial 
Training with the Public School System.” 
Mr. Kennedy had been called to his home 
on account of sickness in bis family, aud 
his brother read a synopsis of the paper, 
which was as follows : 
Industrial training defined. 
Under this head 1 shall attempt to show the 
growth of industrial work iu the public schools; 
the Industrial side ot each study as distiuguished 
from its academic side; in a word, pot 
out 
clearly what is included in industrial tra - .ag. 
Does there exist a necessity for the incorpora­ 
tion of industrial training with the public 
school system 
It Is my intention to show that there docs 
exist a necessity for this industrial training, aud 
in obedience to this necessity the public schools 
have chanced the course of study so as to meet 
this demand. 
The advantages arising from the Introduction 
ol industrial training into the public school sys­ 
tem.Industrial training necesssryto the develop­ 
ment of the whole child—physically, mcntallv 
and morally.

The ball given by Governor Leland 
Stanford Camp. No. 11. Sons of Veterans, 
at Turcer Hall last evening, was wei! at­ 
tended and a pleasant social affair. 
Tbe Governor yesterday appointed O 8. 
Crittenden and R T. Carroll of San Fran­ 
cisco mo rubers of District Board of Agri­ 
culture, No. 1, vice themselves, terms ex­ 
pired. 
The newly-elected officers of the five 
Masonic lodges of this city and the Grand 
Orator were installed last night by Past 
Grand Master N. Greene Curtis at Masonic 
Hall. There was the usual banquet and 
speeches. 
Frank Ray was arraigned before Justice 
Brown yesterday on a charge of petit lar­ 
ceny, but was discharged on motion of tbe 
District Attoruev, the prrsocuting witness, 
Antone King, being unable to identify the 
property.

The Police Court proceedings were with' 
out interest yesterday Justice Devine pre­ 
sided on account of ihe continued illness of 
Judge Buckley. John Cutter was held to 
answer iu the Superior C-ourt to a charge 
of burglary and James Plunkett for receiv­ 
ing stolen properly. The sentence of ex­ 
officer GreeD, wno pleaded guilty to battery 
upon Marins de Lyon, was postponed until 
I Judge Buckley’s recovery. 


It has been industriously, aud semi­ 
officially and otherwise s'ated that the rail­ 
road companies would not pay their taxes 
this year, and no small amount of dema- 
goeic capital has been sought to be made i 
out of the assumption that the story was 
true. 
There has at no time been any 
foundation for such a statement, and it is 
evident that the story was the child of de­ 
sire, for those who have most industriously 
published it, wished it to prove true for 
their own purposes. 
It appears that all 
such are doomed to disappointment. The 
State and county taxes of the railroad com­ 
panies, for the fiscal year 1888-89, based 
upon the assessments made by the State 
Board of Equalization, will be paid into the 
State Treasury at its opening this morning, 
by E. Black Ryan, representing the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, as follows :

The foregoing-entitled corporations, un­ 
der recent consolidations, represent all rail­ 
roads owned or controlled in the State of 
California by the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Ryan being asked last night concern­ 
ing the proposed payment, declared that if 
there were any who doubted it they could 
satisfy themselves by coming to tbe Treas­ 
urer's office and seeing a half million dol­ 
lars paid over this morning—a good, fut 
sum to look upon in one pile. In making 
these payments the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany says it is by no means waiving any 
objection to the injustice of the assessment, 
or making any admission that the assess­ 
ment is fair. It is a fact demonstratable by 
reference to the records that in no State 
in the Union are there railroad comoanies 
that are so searchingly examined, or so 
rigidly put under inquisitorial tests by 
assessing powers as in this State. Here 
the inquiry into earnings and values and 
the search after supposed but not apparent 
values is of theseverest character, and then 
the State Board, after the facts are laid 
bare, proceed to assess as it sees fit. These 
assessments have been unfair and out of 
proportion to the assessments by local 
assessors made upon other property, but 
the Southern Pacific Company is under­ 
stood to pay its taxes, excessive as is the 
sum exacted, intending to continue to ap­ 
peal to the sense of justice of the people for 
a reduction in the future to a fair and 
impartial assessment of its properties, on 
the baris of the assessment of other 
values owned by other citizens. 
Tbe 
assessment of the railroad property by the 
State Board of Equalization for 1888-89 is 
less in tbe aggregate than for the preceding 
fiscal year, because of the elimination of 
taxation of the Government franchise for 
the roads, the Supreme Court of the United 
States having held that the State has not 
the right to tax the Government franchise. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH COLONEL CROCKER. 
The following appears in the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle of Thursday relative to the 
tax matter: 
When asked yesterday if the State taxes 
were to be paid, Vice-President C. F. 
Crocker replied : 
“ Yes, there will be no trouble about that 
tatter. We have decided to pav both to 
the State and the counties all that we owe, 
or that they claim we owe, in the wav of 
taxes. In tact, we have already begun to 
make payments to the State, so that in a 
short time the whole bill, which for the 
State’s portion is between $500.000 and 
$550,000, will be settled. It's quite a large 
sum to pay out in that way, and we do not 
say that it is entirely just that we should be 
compelled to pay so great an amount, but it 
will be paid to the last cent.” 
“ Under protest?” asked the reporter. 
“Oh.no. We are making no official pro­ 
test—nothing of the sort. We think the 
assessment is too high, but we are not go­ 
ing to make any fight,” said tbe gentle­ 
man with a pleasant smile. “You know 
we have never raised any objection to the 
payment of county taxes' that were based 
on a reasonable assessment, and there 
would have been no trouble with the Slate 
if we had believed that tha assessments 
were made in full accordance with tbe law 
aud our rights under it. Before deciding the 
matter of payment this year we had to con­ 
sider how it would affect our positiou as 
determined by the United States Courts. 
That was the only question involved, and 
as that has been fully settled in our minds, 
we are now prepared to accept the situation 
and pay without protest.” 
"There was some hesitancy then on the 
company's part about paying the amounts 
due on this year’s assessment?” 
"Well, yes; but we have never for one 
moment contemplated any action that was 
not perfectly fair and just under the law. 
\Y e realize that the eyes of the public are 
upon its, and, in any case, we want to do 
what is right. We regret exceedingly that 
there should have been any trouble about 
this thing in the past, and we are fully de­ 
termined that, if any further trouble 
should arise or a contest be precipitated, 
it will not spring from any fault of 
ours. Of course we do not say that ir. the 
future we will submit to any rate of tax­ 
ation that may be put upon us, or we will 
not say, for example, that we will accept 
without protest any unreasonable order 
that might be made by the Railroad Com­ 
mission or any other body that may have 
power over us. We will, however, always 
be found ready to do what we conceive "to 
be our duty under the law, whether it is 
in paying taxes or to make rates of freight 
or fare.” 


Registrar rrindle Rem oved. 
Governor Waterman has removed from 
office Registrar Prindle of San Francisco. 
The cause for temoval has not as yet been 
made public. 
The Bulletin of last evening says: "Regis­ 
trar Prindle states that he knows nothing 
of the rumor telegraphed from Sacramento 
last evening that Governor Waterman has 
requested his resignation and intended to 
appoint to the vacancy Thomas J. L. 
Smiley, Chairman of the Republican 
County Committee. If the Governor has 
reqnested his resignation, he has not yet 
received the letter. Mr. Fowler, Chief 
Deputy in the Registrar's office, says he 
has heard a great deal of talk concerning 
the removal of Mr. Prindle tor some time 
past, but has taken no stock in it. He 
knows nothing of the Governor's inten­ 
tions. The rumor is generally discredited 
at the City Hall, and yet it is well known 
that for some time the friends of Mr. 
Smiley have been urging him for the place. 
Under tbe law the Governor may remove 
the Registrar at any time. H e’doesnot 
need to ask for his resignation.”

San Francisco, December 27th.—Returns 
show that the year just closing has been the 
most profitable the Southern Pacific ever had. 
The lotal earnings more than fulfill Colonel 
Crocker's January prediction, which was that 
the earnings would reach *40,000,000. The op­ 
erating expenses kept pace with ihe increa-ed 
income, lor the reason that at the end of the 
last year the company was not in a condition to 
handle the enormous tonnage awaiting trans­ 
portation. The company is now in admirable 
condition. Its financial report for teu months 
and the November estimate show earnings of 
*42.669,000. The operating exivnscs were 828,­ 
101,000, showing a balance oi *J4,569,6dO over 
operating expenses. If December equals the 
previous mouths, the grot6 earnings will reach 
*17,500.000. 
In the totals are included the earnings of the 
Central Pacific Railroad. 
Notwithstanding its 
increased liability caused by assuming the pay­ 
ment of the interest on a portion oi the Califor­ 
nia and Oregou Railway, the Southern Pacific 
has operated the Central Pacific more profitably 
than iu 1887. 
The company clears its rental 
on the Central Pacific, and, without infringing 
on its revenues from other sources, will pav the 
guaranteed per cent per annum dividend. "

A dispatch from W innipeg, Man., No­ 
vember 26th, says: Jam es Cam ie, one of 
the Hudson Bay Company’s chief factors 
in the A rctic Circle, arrived here yester­ 
day and reports th at he m et Lord Lons­ 
dale two m onths ago away up in the A rc­ 
tic Circle. 
H e was traveling w ith two 
Esquimaux guides and one personal at­ 
tendant. 
H is English servant had left 
him three weeks before, and he was push­ 
ing northw ard as rapidly as possible. 
H e 
walked all day and displayed such rem ark­ 
able endurance th a t the natives regard 
him as a prodigy, and refer to him as 
“M an-W ho-W alks-Fast.” 
H e even tires 
his guides out. 
H e spoke confidently of being able in 
his simple mode of traveling to reach the 
N orth Pole if his attendants would stick 
to him . 
H e said th a t he would at least 
go farther north than any w hite man had 
ever gone. 
Nearly all th e provisions he 
took w ith him were exhausted, ami as he 
would soon pass the last Hudson Bay post 
in the country he would have to rely 
for existence upon such food 
as 
the 
natives eat. 
H e was in good health, 
though lie said he was sure he was not 
nearly so fat as when he started. 
H e was 
provided with an Esquimaux fur suit wheu 
Mr. Cnrnie m et him . 
Shortly after leav­ 
ing York Factory he m et w ith an accident 
by which a sm all bone in his left arm was 
fractured. 
H e had the arm bound up,and 
when Cam ie saw him he was better. 
H e 
spoke of being somewhat lonesome, as he 
had no one to talk his own language freelv 
w ith. 
' 
Cam ie said he was an excellent shot, and 
had many specimens of birds and beasts of 
the isolated country through w hich he is 
prospecting. 
H e is out in the interest of 
the Scottish N aturalist Society, of E din­ 
burgh, to obtain specimens of birds and 
latasts, and to learn more m inutely the 
habits of anim als and the feathered kind 
inhabiting the N orthern regions. 
Besides 
looking after the habits of animals, etc., he 
is inquiring into the habits and customs of 
the Indians, and has already learned por­ 
tions of th eir language. 
H e told Carnie 
he would probably return via th e Y ukon 
country, through Alaska.

The W ear of Kails. 
The comparative wearing qualities of 
iron and steel rails formed a very fruitful 
topic of discussion at one tim e in ’ railroad 
circles, but the question suddenly lost its 
vitality when the price of steel rails fell 
below the cost of production of iron rails. 
It is, therefore, a m atter of much less in ­ 
terest than would have been the case, say 
ten years since, to note th e experience in 
this respect of the W abash Railway, which 
has ju st l>een made public. 
The company 
removed from its tracks this fall some iron 
rails which had been first laid down in 
1856, and at the same tim e they took up 
some English steel rails which were first 
used in 1873. 
T he iron rails, after a life 
of thirty-tw o years, were sold to be rem an­ 
ufactured, and the steel rails, which had 
been used for fifteen years, were relaid on 
n branch road, where they are expected to 
lost twelve or fifteen years more. T he “ ex­ 
pectation of life ” in either case would 
therefore seem to be nearly the same, with 
th e difference in favor of the iron rails, 
probably due to the fact th at the latter be­ 
gan th eir career in an era of less traffic, 
slower trains, lighter locomotives 
and 
sm aller freight cars. Nevertheless, the facts 
cited go to sustain the position of the erst­ 
while advocates of the continued use of 
iron rails, th at well-made iron rails would 
sustain th e wear and tear of regular rail­ 
road traffic as well as steel rails. 
It is 
worthy of note in this connection th at the 
W abash steel rails cost §103 per ton, in 
gold, in 1873, and th at the old iron rails 
were sold this fall for more than three- 
fourths the price of new steel rails, ton for 
ton.— Iren Age. 


How to Digutfy th e M ecliaulcai A its 
W e have seen how the literary educa­ 
tion, which we now consider so essential, 
was regarded in old England—as una;en- 
tlem anly. 
It is not so long since tlie phy­ 
sician or leech, was, as H allara says, “ an 
inexhaustible them e of popular ridicule.” 
The barher’s-pole, so 
common in our

when the barber practiced blood-letting 
and other medical arts. 
I t is w ithin our 
own memory th at the dentist stood on a 
level w ith the barber; indeed, the two 
were often the same person. 
How is it 
that all this is changed, th at literature, 
medicine, and dentistry have become gen­ 
tlem anly occupations? 
Simply, I think, 
because they are now taught scientifically, 
and institutions have been established for 
th a t purpose. 
I t may be laid down as a 
general rule, th at w hatever is taught in 
school will soon become respectable and 
gentlem anly, while th at which is picked 
ap in the home or the workshop will al­ 
ways be regarded as m enial.—Forum. 


Hom e-M ade Ice. 
Take a cylindrical earthen vessel and 
pour three and a-third ounces of commer­ 
cial sulphuric acid and one aud three- 
fourths ounces of water into it and then 
odd one ounce of powdered sulphate of 
soda. 
In the center of this m ixture place 
a sm aller vessel containing th e water to be 
frozen : then cover the vessel, and, if pos­ 
sible, revolve the whole w ith a gentle mo­ 
tion. 
In a few m inutes the water in the 
small vessel will be converted into ice. 
T he same m ixture can be used a second or 
third tim e for m aking a block of ice. The 
operation should, if jiossible, be performed 
in a cool piaoe— in a cellar, for exam ple.
